TOXIC DAKOTA 


THERE’S A REASON the Standing Rock Sioux 
are protesting a pipeline to be built under 
the Missouri River, the region’s chief water 
source. North Dakota is quietly turning into a 
giant Superfund site, presumably to market 
itself as “Chernobyl on the Prairie.” 

A report by the Associated Press showed 
that, from 2012-13, the state had nearly 300 
pipeline spills. Not a single one was reported to 
the public. Department of Mineral Resources 
director Lynn Helms explained the silence by 
saying he didn’t want residents to be “over¬ 
whelmed by little incidents.” 

As a solely owned subsidiary of the oil 
industry, North Dakota law doesn’t require 
the state to report spills.

AN ORANGE MIRACLE 

Trump could win Minnesota, according to Trump 



onald Trump didn’t campaign 
in Minnesota before the Repub¬ 
lican caucus. 

And lost it badly. 

Trump did fly in for a high-priced fund¬ 
raiser at the Minneapolis Convention Center, 
immediately jetting back out before the 
plates were cleared. To date, he still hasn’t 
publicly addressed the people of this state. 

That hasn’t stopped him from mentioning 
us. Back in August, Trump told a crowd of 
supporters in Maine that Minnesota is hav¬ 
ing ‘‘tremendous problems” with its Muslim 
population, citing terrorist recruiting and 
the effect on the state’s social safety net. 

On Saturday, Trump had Minnesota on the 
mind again in Phoenix. His troubling mes¬ 
sage for Minnesota was a double whammy. 

First, our insurance market is broken. 
That’s bad enough. Even worse? We might 
vote for Donald Trump. 

Trump told the crowd he can stop the 
rising tides of insurance premiums, sa 3 dng. 


“You’re gonna do very well if I get elected, 
because we’re getting rid of Obamacare, 
and we’re going to have an alternative that’s 
cheaper, cheaper, and better, better.” 

And how might that work? 

“Folks, we’re going to have so many 
options, so many great plans. We’re going 
to have plans that you don’t even know what 
—there’s going to be so much competition.” 

Then came the part about us. 

“In Minnesota, where the premium 
increase will be close to 60 percent, the 
Democratic governor — who’s a real party 
stalwart — said ‘the Affordable Care Act 
is no longer affordable.’ That’s in, that’s in 
Minnesota. A state which we could actually 
win. We can win Minnesota.” 

And the crowd went wild. 

Alas, a New York Times round-up of 
polling analysis by a variety of national 
news outlets — “the most dishonest, cor¬ 
rupt people,” in Trumpian vernacular — 
tells a different story. Most have a Clinton 


lock in Minnesota, with the likelihood of a 
Democratic victory 95 percent or higher. The 
lowest rating is Nate Silver’s 538 website, 
which gives Clinton an 86 percent chance 
of winning Minnesota. 

If Trump is actually attempting to win 
Minnesota, he’s sure got a funny way of 
showing it, hitting almost every other state 
without stopping here. Saturday was his sev¬ 
enth rally in Arizona, a state where he’s lead¬ 
ing. Historically, Arizona — backing every 
Republican since Dwight Eisenhower — is

the other side of the coin from Minnesota, 
which hasn’t gone Republican since 1972. 

But all Trump’s done to woo Minne¬ 
sota is 1) invite the wealthiest of us to a 
$l,000-a-plate dinner and 2) shit talk us 
from far away. 

Even on 538’s timeline, the greatest 
“chances of winning” Trump ever had in 
Minnesota was 42 percent around the time 
of the Republican convention. Since then

Fear the Repo 

For Wells Fargo CEO John Stumpf, there was always an ‘F in team 


ohn Stumpf is a team player. 

Stumpf boasted of such many 
times over the years. As he rose 
through the banking ranks, first at 
Norwest, and later as head of Wells Fargo, 
the Minnesota native always demurred 
when attention landed his way. 

He buttressed this claim of a team-first 
mentality with folksy stories about growing 
up one of 11 kids on a farm in the central 
Minnesota hamlet of Pierz. He played up 
his willingness to break bread with the rank- 
and-file employees on company retreats. 

In 2014, during a groundbreaking for 
an office complex that would bring 5,000 
employees to downtown Minneapolis, 
Stumpf said, ‘We have such great team 
members here.” 

But whenever his team was caught cheat¬ 
ing, Stumpf was the first to point fingers. 

Wells Fargo had built its reputation by 
playing to Main Street rather than Wall 
Street It eschewed complex financial instru¬ 
ments in New York or London, focusing 
on savings, checking, and loans for regular 
folks. It’s been a success, especially here: 
Wells Fargo is the most popular bank in 
Minnesota, with some $80 billion of in¬ 
state holdings. 

Its growth depended on deepening its 
relationship with customers. This was done 
through “cross-selling” new accounts, a 
specialty at Wells Fargo. Stumpf liked to tell 
his employees (and investors) that “eight is 
great,” setting a goal for each customer to 
open eight different accounts, from savings, 
to credit cards, to mortgages, to car loans. 

This may not have been good for clients, 
but it was very good for Stumpf, creating 
eight different veins to tap for fees. 

More than two million accounts were 


opened without the customer’s consent or 
knowledge. Many clients only learned of 
their accounts when scandal broke. 

Stumpf initially tried to write down the 
bank’s damages, blaming the controversy 
on rotten “team members.” Some 5,300 
low-level staffers had been fired. 

That the banker tried to skirt responsibil¬ 
ity by throwing smaller teammates under 
the bus shouldn’t have surprised anyone. 

Low-paid employees 
knew something 
stnnk. 

In 2010, when the company was sued 
in Minnesota for losing more than $400 
million in charities’ money in risl^ schemes, 
Stumpf also claimed innocence and igno¬ 
rance. Any mistakes had arisen from below, 
far below. The company paid a $30 million 
settlement and denied wrongdoing. 

A year later. Wells was back in trouble, 
this time with the feds. The bank agreed 
to an $85 million settlement with the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve — the largest in the agency’s 
history — for saddling up to 10,000 home- 
buyers with improper mortgages. Some 
were subprime loans; others were based 
on faked documents. 

Wells Fargo’s reputation had survived the 
mortgage and credit crisis. Its customers 
hadn’t. Stumpf said the bad loans were the 
fault of a “relatively small group of team 
members.” 

Blaming the little guy worked. A 2013 


story in the Economist called Wells Fargo 
“the big winner from the financial crisis,” 
thanks to its “prosaic” practice of serving 
customers. 

At the time, those customers were still 
in the dark. But low-paid employees knew 
something stunk. 

A petition launched that year, eventu¬ 
ally signed by 11,000 employees, sought 
to end the bank’s “obsession with sales 
goals.” Many signers told superiors they 
simply couldn’t meet the “eight is great” 
number, to say nothing of “Jump into Janu¬ 
ary,” when the daily “sales” goal rose to 20. 
Others had already been fired for failing to 
meet the marks. 

The workers organized loudly, delivering 
petitions to Wells Fargo “stores” in St. Paul 
and a company shareholders meeting in the 
spring of 2015. About 16 months shy of his 
downfall, Stumpf said Wells Fargo would 
“never want to put our team members in a 
position where they need to make incentive 
goals in order to make the rent pa 5 mient.” 

No, he’d rather fire them. Let them figure 
out rent on their own. 

No one, including Stumpf, gave a shit 
while workers were being fired. It wasn’t 
until customers were alerted — and Con¬ 
gress wailed — that the bank’s heartless 
gluttony was revealed. 

To Stephen Lerner, an organizer who 
worked with labor and community groups 
opposing Wells Fargo’s unfair practices, it’s 
a rare shared victory, watching unaffiliated 
customers and workers marching on Wall 
Street arm in arm, pitchfork to pitchfork. 

On October 12, they ousted the king. 
John Stumpf, who’d survived the mortgage 
crisis and credit crunch, stepped down 
as CEO of America’s third-largest bank.

“Workers, combined with consumers, 
forced him out of the company, and that’s an 
incredibly important lesson,” Lerner says. 

It’s a lesson other bankers might soon 
learn: “Pre-Wells Fargo, people didn’t credit 
them, these ‘complaining workers.’ The 
finance industry and the banks need to 
realize there’s an army of people stepping 
up and reporting them.” 

For all his folksy stories about farm life, 
there’s another part of Stumpf’s past that 
plays directly into his present. 

Back in 1976, after graduating from St. 
Cloud State University, Stumpf got his first 
job in banking—as a repo man. He showed 
up at people’s houses and took back their 
stuff when they couldn’t pay. 

The same thing just happened to Stumpf, 
who was forced to give up $41 million in 
Wells Fargo stock he’d accumulated. 

It’s an important lesson. These titans of 
finance don’t care much about losing face. 
They can afford a new one. 

But the loss of livelihood and the repos¬ 
session of their fortune? Treating them the 
same way they treat employees? That’s 
enough to turn even a banker into a team 
player. 03

mjed Yussuf dashes down Hen¬ 
nepin Avenue, his chest embla¬ 
zoned with a big yellow circle 
around a red star. 

A man is about to walk straight 
into the crush of rush hour traffic. 
Yussuf seizes his arm. 

The pedestrian responds with breathless babble. 
He tears away and marches aimlessly between 
oncoming cars, chin held high, wide eyes engrossed 
in the sun. 

Sarah Klouda, a fellow yellow shirt, calls 911. But 
as the minutes drag on, it’s all she and Yussuf can 
do to corral the man on the sidewalk. Passersby 
stop to ask what’s wrong with him. Most only stare. 

At last an ambulance rumbles down the street, 
sirens cutting through the river of life that stubbornly 
continues around them. Klouda and Yussuf back 
off as scowling paramedics whisk the man away. 

That’s a hard thing to see, Yussuf says. You spend 
enough time in downtown Minneapolis, taking a 
sharp look at the faces passing by, and you begin to 
see how many are fighting demons in their heads. 

He and Klouda turn off Hennepin. They’re 
marching toward Nicollet, the route the yellow 
shirts patrol every afternoon. They’re looking for 
the homeless, children on their own, drifting bands 
of teens with hungry eyes. 


NEUTRAL TERRITORIES 

ussuf and Klouda are part of a 25-member team 
of seasoned youth workers whose influence 
reaches from downtown to the schools, and the 
buses that run in between. 

They bring stacks of Pizza Luce to corners where 
the hungry gather. They pass out condoms. They 
break up lunchroom riots and protect students 
from strange cars that stalk them after school. 

When White House officials arranged a meet¬ 
ing with city officials in the wake of the Philando 
Castile shooting. Mayor Betsy Hodges stacked the 
room with this team to talk about young people’s 
everyday exposure to homelessness, violence, and 
the loss of friends to overdose. 

But they’re not cops, teachers, or therapists. 
They’re rough-housing, straight-talking, street- 
smart confidants and sometimes-bodyguards to 
kids growing up in a cynical age. 

At the turn of the new millennium, Minneapolis 
suffered several years of high-casualty gang war¬ 
fare that frustrated police and alarmed the public. 
In 2002, a stray bullet killed 11-year-old lyesha 
Edwards as she sat at her dining room table in 
south Minneapolis, doing homework. 

The city’s Youth Coordinating Board (YCB), 
a sleepy department christened by Mayor Don 
Fraser in 1985, stirred into action. It conceived the 
Youth Congress, a body of teens with real power 
to deliberate city policies affecting youth. 

Then there was the Youth Bus. It ran for three 
summers, a free connector between open gyms, 
tutoring, libraries, and parks. Along the way, youth 
workers encouraged teens to embrace the rage 
they felt for the circumstances of their birth, then 
channel it into going to college, making an honest 
dollar, and staying alive. 

That philosophy is the brainchild of 39-year-old 
James Everett, an original Youth Bus conductor 
and former Minneapolis NAACP president. Everett, 
who wears his hair in a long sheaf of dreads and 
moves through crowds of rowdy teens with the 
assured saunter of larger men, uses clowning to 
mask a fierce wit and intuitive social sense. 

The unintended outcome of the Youth Bus, he 
says, was that it broke down barriers between the 
“highs” and the “lows” of north Minneapolis. 

In order to attend the ice cream social up on 40th, 
the kids who lived on Fifth had to be comfortable 
stepping foot in rival territory. So the gangs and 
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Cornelius Pitts, the coach, walks 
the Patrick Henry lunchroom 
with pockets full of candy. 


the cliques agreed to make the Youth Bus 
neutral. 

It brought down crime in north Min¬ 
neapolis, but there wasn’t enough money 
to keep it free and fully staffed for long. 

Then in 2013, Minneapolis schools took 
away buses for high school students, put¬ 
ting everyone on Metro Transit. It saved 
the district money and gave low-income 
kids flexibility to take part in afterschool 
activities. 

But there were also fights on the train 
tracks, tense confrontations between 
students from rival schools on the bus. 
Downtown businesspeople panicked at the 
sheer number of high schoolers crowding 
thoroughfares of commerce. According to 
a livability survey of people who worked 
downtown, Hennepin Avenue had become 
a land of goons and goblins, full of loitering, 
drug-dealing, and public drunkenness. 

It was time to reassemble the conductors. 
They began to walk the streets in bright yel¬ 
low T-shirts, pockets full of candy and bus 
tokens, firing indiscriminate compliments 
that made strutting businesswomen smile 
and young couples proud to hold hands. 

Much of their work was showing people 
how to relax and share downtown. After 
all, it’d always been the backyard of those 
who lived in public housing nearby, YCB 
worker LaToya Balogun says. 

On the corner of Fifth and Hennepin, 
she watches impassively behind oversized 
sunglasses as pedestrians edge around a 
throng of laughingblack kids. The business 
community’s fear of teenage crime never 
actually manifested, Balogun recalls. Yet 
perception was enough to create a wedge.

The workers sorted petty beefs, volatile 
Facebook arguments prone to spilling into 
real-life violence. They served as envoys 
between young people and police, like 
the time an entourage of girls marched to 
the Juvenile Detention Center to bust out 
their ringleader who’d just been arrested. 
They threw tables. They banged on doors. 
YCB pulled them back to the street so they 
wouldn’t get arrested too. 

Over the years, it’s been a give-and-take 
relationship with the police, Balogun says. 

“For a lot of us who have had less than 
positive perceptions of police officers prior 
to this, it’s even opened our eyes some 
because they’re dealing with rape cases, 
children being abused, violent crime. It’s 
helped us to see they have a tough job.” 

In 2014, Minneapolis Police Chief Janee 
Harteau commended the yellow shirts 
for reducing downtown juvenile crime 
by 42 percent. 

YCB became a permanent fixture. Oth¬ 
ers soon came calling for help. 


BIG BROTHERS AND BODYGUARDS 

I n the winter of 2013, a brawl erupted at 
South High after black and white kids 
ganged up on Somalis. What began as a 
food fight grew to a full-blown race riot 
involving some 300 agitators and onlook¬ 
ers. Police cracked down with pepper spray. 
Students threw food at the cops. Two kids 
were taken out on stretchers. 

Jason Matlock, head of security for Min- 
neapolis Public Schools, saw something 
deeply wrong with the energy at South. 
Out of desperation, he invited YCB into 
the school. 

Over a two-week period, youth work¬ 
ers listened to students to pinpoint the 


agitators, then worked to 
correct the mispercep¬ 
tions agitators had about 
east African culture. When 
it became clear that Somali 
students quietly resented the 
exclusion of the Somali flag 
from South’s dusty interna¬ 
tional flags display, they told 
administrators to make the 
no-brainer fix. 

The message that seemed 
to stick, Everett says, was 
the idea that “all” black lives 
mattered. Unified around 
“Tiger” pride, the race ten¬ 
sions slowly abated. 

But there were other 
issues at South. 

The long walk to the train 
after school came with much 
opportunity to tussle, so YCB 
burned off the kids’ excess 
energy with pickup basket¬ 
ball. When a man recently 
released from a mental insti¬ 
tution clashed with a group of students 
on the platform who started throwing 
rocks, the team broke it up. 

At one point, a 15-year-old girl confided 
to Everett that she’d begun to model for a 
local photographer. She had a child and 
saw modeling as a way to provide. She’d 
also been brought up in foster care, spur¬ 
ring a thirst for love and attention. 

She showed Everett her studio shots. 
There was another set, she said, that fea¬ 
tured her nude, her long hair draped over 
her chest. He did not want to see them. 

“There’s a thin line and a thick line 
between being artistic and being a per¬ 
vert,” Everett told her. “I don’t want you to 
feel like I’m trying to keep you from your 
modeling career, but there’s no reason he 
needs to take pictures of you without your 
clothes on at any point in time.” 

Female YCB workers 
stepped in. It took six months 
of mentoring to help the girl 
see this trusted adult for the 
predator he was. 

The girl confronted the pho¬ 
tographer. He tried to grab her. 

Her brothers paid him a visit. 

The photographer bothered 
her no more. 

YCB would soon enter 
Roosevelt and Patrick Henry 
High Schools, where racial 
tensions between Asian and 
African American students 
were boiling. 

An interracial relationship 
was the cause. Asian boys took 
issue with one of their own

dudes didn’t know who we were but they 
could see that we were adults, so they just 
kind of backed off.” 

There were words, but no one died 
that day. 

The following week, youth workers 
helped police make an arrest of one of 
the adults and taught students to under¬ 
stand the gravity of what could have been. 

“I let them know what the consequences 
would be if you get involved with things 
like that, that if you start a war, it won’t 
stop,” Hawkins says. 

Minneapolis has no intention of replac¬ 
ing its sometimes-controversial school 
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talking to a black guy. Facebook barbs 
grew into lunchroom posturing, during 
which a black girl climbed atop a table 
and proffered racial slurs like Moses on 
Mount Sinai. 

After school, a slow-riding car packed 
with young Asian men — some recent 
graduates of Henry — circled the block. 
Byron Hawkins and another youth worker 
escorted a group of black students off 
campus. 

About a block away, the Asians jumped 
out armed with bats, knives, and a machete. 

“[We] jumped in between them and 
separated it,” Hawkins recalls. ‘We got the 
black guys not to get into a fight because 
they knew who we were, and the Asian

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resource officers with YCB, Matlock says. 
The yellow shirts serve more as bridge 
over the crevasse between kids and cops, 
to help each see the humanity in the other. 

“And their role isn’t to break up fights,” 
Matlock says. “It’s to get there before it 
starts, knowing which kids, what tensions 
are there so we can intervene.” 

YCB became so successful that, during 
a White House hearing, school leaders 
boasted of their aid in fighting terrorism. 
There were devastating consequences. 

Courtney Kiernat, a Minneapolis school 
fundraiser, portrayed the team as part of 
an “intervention model... to find the root 
causes of radicalism.” 

Yet YCB’s role never involved terrorism. 
A relatively innocent spin to win national 
security bragging rights backfired. Roo¬ 
sevelt’s Somalis felt betrayed for being 
unfairly profiled as would-be jihadis. 
Relationships were strained. 

There were also power struggles 
between youth workers and teachers. Some 
teachers felt YCB charged the school with 
too much energy when workers hurled 
footballs down the hall and pulled kids 
into spontaneous pushup contests. Oth¬ 
ers envied the youth workers’ ability to 
tousle and talk personally with students, 
while staff was forced to abide by strict 
boundaries. 

Teachers argued among themselves 
over the ways YCB discussed race. Some 
were offended by the youth workers’ oft- 
irreverent candor. Others defended them, 
saying that majority-black YCB rang true 
to students, even if they spoke in ways that 
came off wrong to some white teachers.

PICKING UP THE CONFLICT 

D uring the second week of school, 
freshmen leap over the checkered 
booths of Patrick Henry’s muggy basement 
cafeteria to form a line for lunch. Kids 
hustle YCB’s Cornelius Pitts for hugs and 


Caprice Whimper, a nurturing personality 
favored by teen girls, with Star McComb, 
a locally famous hip-hop artist 


for the Hi-Chews that weigh down his 
pockets. Pitts, a 7-foot former basketball 
player from Chicago, looms over them 
like a bulwark. 

Byron Hawkins stations himself at the 
kitchen door, doing crowd control. Dancin’ 
Dave Marcotte circles the floor, recruiting 
students with reputations for rh 3 Thm to 
join his afterschool dance team. 

The kids talk loudly, sink their trash 
across the room like bean bags, and run 
with shrieking gales of laughter. 

As one girl busts across the room, Everett 
tells her to slow down. “You walking too 
fast! You just smacked someone in the head. 
You running away.” She offers a sly grin. 

The transition from middle school to 
high school can be a treacherous time, 
Everett says, scanning the room. Dur¬ 
ing the first few days of school, a big kid 
from Anwatin Middle School kept trying 
to pick fights. 

Everett had to pull the boy aside. “You 
don’t gotta do it It’s not junior high. Nobody 
knows you crazy. They just think you’re 
handsome. Just be cool.” 

The kid was just fighting for his identity, 
trying to carve out a space. 

There was the pretty girl whom everyone 
assumed was fast. When she confided in 
the team that she actually had zero interest 
in sex, they encouraged her to organize an 
afterschool club for fashion freaks. 

And then there was the freshmen boy 
who as an eighth-grader threatened to kill 
Pitts in the Central Library bathroom. The 
kid glorified gangbanging, the music and 
the life. Any teacher would have called 
police. 

Instead Pitts shook him down. If the 
middle schooler wanted to be seen as a 
threat, he had to anticipate that grown 
men would treat him as such, he said. 

Pitts introduced him to YCB worker 
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LaMarc Harrell, a reformed man of the 
streets with fearsome credentials. Har¬ 
rell laid down the laws of success using 
basic math. 

“To make a profit you gotta buy from 
someone and sell to someone,” Harrell 
told the boy. “How many transactions you 
gotta do before you get to buy that car?” 

The student saw the light, landing a Park 
Board job and ending up with straight A’s. 

H 5 ^er-aware that they’re always being 
watched, the team members load their 
own trays with vegetables so students who 
rejected the salad bar will pick cucumbers 
off their plates. They make a point to touch 
each other — a hand on the back, an arm 
slung around a shoulder — because kids 
don’t see a lot of loving relationships with 
healthy boundaries. So they show them. 

To the same point, Everett abruptly 
hooks a young man around the chest and 
spins him around to talk to a couple of 
girls. “Come on, tell them your name,” 
he suggests to bashful cries of “No! No!” 

“Say hi to these ladies. OK, he’s scared 
to talk to you guys? OK, watch this. Hi, 
my name is James. What’s your name?” 

An ear-shatteringbell sounds the end of 
lunch. Pitts’ booming coach voice chases 
the freshmen up the stairs. “Hey, let’s go, 
let’s go, get to class. You wasting time.” 

Pitts rambles down the hall, arm in arm 
with a twig-thin boy. The sheer difference 
in size between the two makes it look like 
the student’s just been stuffed under his 
arm, getting dragged along. But his face 
is exuberant. 

YCB has something to say to everyone. 

“Watchu doing in the hallway, girl? I 
knew that hair was gonna get you into 
trouble today. I knew it.” 

“What’s up? What’s up, man? You got 
bags. You gotta get to bed at night. What 
was wrong? Why didn’t you go to bed?” 

“What’s up, girl, lip gloss popping!” 

At the same time, they’re keeping an eye 
out for the inevitable clashes between kids 
and teachers. There are tricks for that too. 

Normally, a teacher might banish a dis¬

ruptive student from her classroom without 
a second thought. Everett has honed an 
extraction method in which he chimes 
in with some unruly ribbing of his own 
and gets them both kicked out. Once he 
gets the agitator in the hallway, they talk. 

Or, in cases where a teacher can’t control 
a standout troublemaker, he’ll bet $10 that 
the kid is not capable of sitting still. The 
teacher gets to take him up on that, gets 
to say he believes in that student. 

“What happens is later on the kids are 
thankful for it because they realize. You 
kinda worked me, didn’t you?”’ Everett 
says. “It was for the teacher, but it’s also 
to get you out of your own way. At the 
end of the day the teacher has a right to 
teach, and the rest of the class has the 
right to learn.” 

When resentment between teacher and 
student becomes entrenched over mutual 
misunderstanding, it’s the youth worker’s 
job to manipulate amnesty. 

A teacher confronted Everett once for 
talking to a boy none of the staff partic¬ 
ularly liked. He’d hurled a chair at her, 
the teacher complained. Everett said he 
understood, and that he wouldn’t like the 
student either — which seemed to take 
the teacher by surprise. 

The next time the kid came around for 
candy, Everett called him out. “Not if you 
throw a chair at me! It’s all over the internet. 
Hey, they call you ‘Chair Thrower,’ man. 
We’re gonna call you CT. That’s turned 
into not cool. Hell, when I was younger, 
I threw a chair. But that was when I was 
like five, you know what I’m saying?” 

Cracking jokes told the student that 
while he did need to treat his teachers 
better, he was still acting within the bound¬ 
aries of a normal kid. His mistakes could 
be remedied with an apology. In fact, he 
wasn’t getting any more candy until he 
apologized. The teacher’s still hurt, Ever- 
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ett insisted. 

So the student said he was sorry. The 
teacher asked him to become her class¬ 
room assistant. 

“We make sure we don’t put anything 
on the teacher that she said something/’ 
Everett says. “So the teacher doesn’t have 
to pick up the conflict. We’ll pick up the 
conflict.” 

A small voice seeks Everett’s attention 
once everyone else has gone to class. It’s 
a low-key boy who’s never spoken to him 
before. He wants to know where the thera¬ 
pist’s office is. 

Everett waits as the counselors search 
for his file. He tells the student, “It’s all 
right if you’ve got voices in your head. All 
that matters is which ones you answer.” 

Later, the guidance counselor catches up 
to YCB in the hall. He’s dizzy with gratitude, 
chattering at breakneck speed. “Thank 
you, thank you. Y’all are a blessing.” 

The student was about to walk home 
and kill himself. And no one would have 
noticed.

TRAPPED TOGETHER 

W hen Jamar Clark was killed by Min¬ 
neapolis police during an arrest last 
year, protesters occupied the Fourth Pre¬ 


cinct for 18 days, building fire pits and a 
shanty town in the quickening cold. 

There were turbulent nights as police 
launched marking rounds and mace, while 
protesters returned fire with Molotov 
cocktails. 

Betsy Hodges deployed YCB, along with 
a team of children’s mental health work¬ 
ers. They talked to young activists about 
what they were feeling, thinking. Amid 
the sensory mania, a single soundbite over 
the megaphone could completely shape

a young person’s outlook. 

There were messages of futility as well 
as hope, and an undercurrent of deep 
unhappiness that yet another unarmed 
black man had been killed. The sense of 
systemic doom weighed heavily. 

There were factions that believed in 
abolishing the police entirely, and they 


were eager to riot. There were lithe young 
vandals with spray paint who didn’t like 
it when YCB jumped on the microphone 
and told them to get down from the pre¬ 
cinct walls. 

Everett got an angry mouthful from a 
young college student. This was the civil 
rights movement of the youth of today. 
Who was he to decide how they demon¬ 
strated resistance? 

“First of all, homie,” Everett said. ‘You’re 
from Burnsville. You got the black skin and 
the white privilege. I get it. But we live 
here and the cops are watching. 

‘You cannot spray paint a police station 
without puttingus in direct danger for them 
to not respond to us in our neighborhoods 
when we need them after you’re gone.” 

It helped that even though YCB may 
not have been well known to the Black 
Lives Matter leadership, nor to the vast 
majority of protesters, those native to north 
Minneapolis vouched for them. 

Alexander Clark, Jamar’s cousin, hangs 
out with YCB at the corner of Fifth and 
Hennepin. These days, he’s still trying to 
make sense of what the marches and rallies 
were for, and whether the star agitators 
who headlined the occupation ever cared 
for his family. 

There were times, Clark recalls, when 
he felt like he and Everett were the only 
ones around who knew Jamar. 
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“It’s all corrupted. It’s all bullshit,” he 
says. “These organizations is bullshit. Black 
Lives Minneapolis is bullshit. Then you 
got the Anti-War Committee. When you 
get into politics and the logistics and the 
agendas of what they really stand for, 
you gonna see the fuckery. They activ¬ 
ists, you know what I’m saying? They get 
pre-coached how to interact, antagonize, 
whatever their goal is, whatever they’re 
trying to do. I don’t know what the fuck 
their goal is.” 

But Clark has known the YCB team 
a long time. They’re out on the streets 
every day, making everyday people laugh. 
They encourage the kids and make sure 
everybody gets home safe. 

“They see all the shit that goes on this 
block. There’s a lot of kids that come down 
here, they like to fight, they like to start 
up disturbances, confrontations and shit. 
I mean they out here to stop all that shit 
from happening. I can meet them where 
the/re doing. I support them. They’re real.” 

★ 

SMALLER WORLD 

he start of the school year marked 
the end of YCB’s term in downtown 
Minneapolis. By then, there was a change 
in the atmosphere. The silver-haired ladies 
on Nicollet Mall had begun to shoot the 
shit with the street drummers. The young 
cops had started to chop it with the kids. 

Some days YCB workers take over Target 
Field and contrive a place for folks to put 
their feet up. 

“Look, I’m tired of all the fussing, all the 
hollering,” a young man freestyles with 
YCB’s Andre Gilbert. “I just wanna get a 
job, get some dollars yeah, ’cuz you don’t 
know what I’m been through, sitting in 
the cell looking out the window.” 

Amid lawn games, Brooklyn Center 
Councilwoman April Graves leads saluta¬ 
tions to the sun. Terrall Lewis, the team 
leader, offers heaps of barbecue. 

“They’re cool as fuck,” says 18-year-old 
Nyijaah Monn. “Sarah [Klouda], I like 
her a lot and I know I have a strong con¬ 
nection with her. She’s not one of those 
shady-ass white people. And I love James 
[Everett] because he’s really outspoken, 
he’s smart. They don’t come just to hang 
out. They come to spit some truth and be 
cool at the same time.” 

There are still days when some people 
aren’t in the mood to talk. 

Take the mother who’s excited to have 
a child, but that child is taken by protec¬ 
tive services, Balogun says. You’ve seen 
this woman day in and day out. You’ve 
interacted with her other kids. You know 
who the father of her baby is. Then the 
next time you run into her, she’s solo, and 
you know the reason for that too. 

“It’s a daily reminder of where they are 
at,” Balogun explains. ‘You constantly see 


people who are offering you things and 
it becomes a question of accountability. 
You say you want a job, you say you want 
to get into housing, you want to get off 
the block. Are you taking the resources 
we’re offering you to do that? It’s a very 
delicate balancing act. You don’t want to 
push anybody beyond the point where 
they’re ready to.” 

Everett knows YCB is a depleting ser¬ 
vice. Principals are desperate to have 
them, but once they solve the emergency, 
cash-strapped schools won’t renew their 
contracts. 

“But everybody’s eating off of it, and 
we want people to know where it came 
from,” he says. “It’s been proven to work 
in different environments, and there’s a 
team out there that’s actually successful.” 

He’d like to expand YCB to St. Paul 
Public Schools. Last year, when a Central 
High student was charged with felony 
assault for choking a teacher, Everett 
reached out to ex-superintendent Vale¬ 
ria Silva. She wasn’t interested. A few 
months later, she left the district with 
an $800,000 golden parachute. 

On his off day, Everett grabs lunch at 
Breaking Bread Cafe on the North Side, 
where he runs into an old friend. He tells 
her about the kid at Patrick Henry who 
seemed so shy, who was about commit 
suicide in the middle of the day. 

“Oh my God, that’s my son,” the friend 
says. 

The woman and her four kids lived 
hard. They’d been homeless for years, 
moving in and out of state in search of a 
better life. Her job pays enough for rent, 
but bad credit undermines apartment 
applications. 

They stay in her godmother’s motel 
room. 

The son at Henry is her second eldest, 
sensitive and bookish. “That’s my lawyer. 
He’s gonna be my doctor. He’s my smart 
kid. He’s my good kid.” 

Over time, the boy had assumed his 
mom’s worries and stress. He set such 
high expectations for himself that his 
powerlessness to save the family began 
to crush him. 

“I had to take him aside and tell him, 
T don’t care if you graduate. Live in my 
basement for the rest of your life. I don’t 
want you to have the thoughts of wanting 
to kill yourself,”’ his mom says. 

Now that she knows what’s going on, 
they can talk heart to heart. She tells him 
things will get better, one day at a time. 

The woman thanks Everett for being at 
Henry that day, wearing his yellow shirt. 
She doesn’t know if her son reached out 
him because he remembered how Ever¬ 
ett used to hang out in their yard. Her 
son would have been just three or four 
at the time. 

“Either that, or God brought him to 
James. He did what needed to be done. 
I appreciated that from him.” 03

The Draft Horse’s cooking will comfort you, in more ways than one

W ith its dark wood accents, 
good whiskey and beer, and 
roasted root vegetable and 
meat aroma lingering in the 
air, the Draft Horse begs you to order a pint 
and pull up a stool for a good, long, raucous 
chat with your mates. To the untrained 
eye, this is just a cozy neighborhood bistro. 

That is, until a silvery dairy truck pulls 
up at the curb and starts pumping farm- 
fresh milk into the creamery next door. 

Or until the piles of bread loaves are 
delivered, still warm from the adjacent mill 
and bakery. Or until the chef wanders just 
a few yards down from there, to pick up a 
couple of racks of ribs he forgot to order. 
No matter. Red Table Meat Company is 
a neighbor, too. 

Draft Horse resides in the Food 
Building, a communal space in northeast 


Minneapolis where a cheesemaker makes 
cheese, where a baker not only bakes but 
mills his own flour, where a salumiere 
(a person who makes salumi, cold cuts 
made primarily from pork) takes in whole 
hogs and makes world-class salumi and 
sausages. These are expert individual 
makers with a common vision to use 
ingredients from local family farms to 
handcraft foods. And Draft Horse puts 
those foods onto the plate. 

Food Building is the brainchild of Kieran 
Folliard, known to Minnesotans as the 
magnate responsible for some of our best 
Irish pubs — the Local and Kieran’s — and 
the man behind the local booze brand 2 
Gingers Irish Whiskey. 

Way back when he still had the Local 
(he’s since stepped aside from the pub biz), 
Folliard and Mike Phillips of Red Table Meat 
put their heads together. Phillips wanted 
to make a world-class Minnesota salumi 


that could stand up to the great preserved 
meats of Europe. Folliard was interested 
in a sausage company. Steven Brown of 
Tilia and St. Genevieve connected the two. 

At first, Phillips worked out of the back 
kitchen of the Local, right next to the guys 
flipping hamburgers. He brought in just one 
beautiful hog a week from Pork and Plants, 
a pastured hog farm in Altura, Minnesota, 
and put out a world-class charcuterie plate 
right between the fish and chips and the 
bangers and mash. It was a testing ground 
for what Red Table Meat is today. 

When I interviewed Folliard all those 
years ago he spoke eloquently, in his Irish 
brogue, aboutthe importance ofbeing closer 
to the source of your food, the reality of 
taking an animal to table, and the difference 
it makes in the way your food tastes. 

Fast forward several years to Draft 
Horse. Here, we’re close enough to watch 
as the milk goes pumping into the creamery

while we down our sandwiches on the 
sidewalk patio. We can see the sacks of 
grain as they await their time in the mill. 
We can watch the chefs wander down to 
see how big the hogs are this week. Have 
you ever heard of so much trouble just 
to make a sandwich? It might seem like 
overkill, until you take a bite. 

‘We’re not tr 5 dng to reinvent the wheel,” 
says Draft Horse owner and chef Luke Kyle 
(also of the nearby Anchor Bar). “We’re 
just trying to do good food well.” 

It’s something that all chefs say, but here 
it’s especially true. Any reinvention would 
be a crime. The work that goes into the 
ingredients and the subtlest application

of technique results in truly good food 
done well. 

Kyle and his wife and co-owner Katie 
first dreamed up the Draft Horse menu 
around their family’s habit of roasting 
meat on Sundays and inviting friends over 
to share it. Kyle and Katie live five blocks 
from the restaurant, and they think of 
Draft Horse as an extension of their living 
room. They hope you will, too. 

Like Folliard, Kyle is an Irishman. Even 
if you’ve never been to Ireland, you’ve 
no doubt been to an Irish pub, and Draft 
Horse feels like a distillation of all that 
is great about them. And as Kyle rightly 
points out, this loose brand of Irish pub 
fare is a close cousin to Midwestern 
comfort food. 

You’ll recognize it as your fork pierces a 
diaphanous crust, where they’ve napped 
those braised meats beneath a blanket of 
pastry for an elegant pot pie. It has the 
effect of swaddling your bad mood up 
in a blanket. 

Whiskey onion soup is as rich as any 
properly done French Onion, but with 
Peterson Farms beef stock and good brown 
liquor. It’s not just luxurious, but bright 
and luminous, too. 

A pulled chicken salad is like a composed 
Cobb, with each pocket of produce set 
down on the plate sculpturally, while 
still remaining rustic. The picturesque 
little piles of the best blue cheese, the best 
lardons, ripe red tomatoes, chicken from 
Kadejan farms, and a tangle of frizzled 
onion on top for texture is like a color 
wheel for your appetite. 

Reinventing the wheel, no; upholding 
the wheel, yes. The cooking at Draft Horse 
is all marked with a certain clean purity. 
You can almost taste each ingredient as 
an individual note, so strongly does each 
product stand on its own. 

But where Draft Horse really shines is 
in the modest sandwich. 


Fried bologna sandwiches are having 
their day lately as a squishy, comforting 
junk food of sorts. But not on Baker’s 
Field bread, which is as substantial and 
nourishing as a doctor’s order. When paired 
with wholesome, fragrant mortadella from 
Red Table and runny, lightly stinky Lone 
Grazer cheese, this is the fried bologna 
sandwich that went to college. 

Look to the chili cheese dog for a 
similarly special take on an old bar favorite. 
The bun eats like sustenance enough for 
a week, hulking and brown and gnarled. 
The frank, also by Red Table, is sleek by 
comparison to other dogs, but packs more 
meaty essence than three of a lesser brand. 
A heap of messy chili edges things back 
to fun. 

Beyond sandwiches and dogs, look to 
Draft Horse at dinner for serious cuts of 
meat, braised like they are in the Kyle 
home. Peterson Farms lamb shanks or 
short ribs will be wobbling in braising 
liquid and falling off the bone. 

Service is of the casual and familiar 
brand, and wait staff are happy to bring 
you just about any drink you like from 
the full bar. This is a place where a band 
of retirees can put away Manhattans 
(using 2 Gingers Whiskey, naturally) in 
the da 5 Time, and where the draft handles 
are a who’s who of local suds. Bauhaus, 
Pryes, Sociable Cider Werks, Grain Belt, 
they’re all here. 

Perhaps the most important thing to 
remember about Draft Horse is that it 
is the real deal in a world where “local” 
and “farm-to-table” are often little more 
than buzzwords. If you’re skeptical about 
the feel-good name of the farm listed on 
your menu, feel free to hop next door. 
Lay eyes on the gleaming stainless milk 
vats, the flour dusting the mill floor, the 
bloom on the salamis that hang in the 
meat locker. 

Look, and feel comforted. Then eat. 03

places, m54hology, and metaphor. But 
the story of Cora, who begins her life as a 
slave on a cotton plantation and finds her 
way out by riding those rails, is so much 
more than that. It’s also much more than 
an education in atrocities. Whitehead’s 
miraculous book is history novelized, 
and based in hard, incontrovertible 
truths that continue to be writ on black 
bodies and psyches in the 21st century. 
Whitehead blurs time and space as 
he interlaces the systemic and violent 
colonization of not-white people by 
whites — from the abominations of 
slavery to the sterilization of black 
women to the unwitting participants of 
S 5 q)hilis experiments — as Cora grows 
from child to woman. “Know your value

Christine makes tense cinema of TV reporter’s on-air tragedy

ven if you don’t know how 
Christine ends, you know how 
Christine ends. 

Antonio Campos’ account of a 
TV reporter who made national headlines 
for an unprecedented onscreen act in 1974 
is all dread and anticipation waiting to be 
fulfilled. The film is so clearly building 
up to one moment that enduring it feels 
like watching a pot come to boil — and 
still not knowing how to react once it 
bubbles over. 

Whether you consider that a plus or 
minus will likely depend on how you feel 
a film ought to handle such material. If 
you find Gus Van Sant’s elegiac recreation 
of the Columbine shooting in Elephant 
distasteful or otherwise difficult to watch, 
this one probably isn’t for you. 

In a strange bit of cinematic kismet, 
Christine is one of two movies about 


Christine Chubbuck that premiered at 
Sundance this year, the other being Robert 
GreenCs Kate Plays Christine. That quasi¬ 
documentary’s uneasy conclusion — that 
to know and portray Chubbuck is probably 
impossible, and maybe even ill-advised 
— would appear to run counter to this 
film’s very existence. 

But the two works are ultimately 
complementary despite their opposing 
philosophies; one fills in the gaps left by 
the other. Campos’ movie is satisfying 
in a narrower way, the tense thriller to 
Greene’s heady deconstruction. Christine 
is also a showcase for Rebecca Hall, who 
plays the title role in one of the year’s 
more magnetic performances. 

Christine is one of those slow-motion 
train wrecks you can neither look away 
from nor help; the course she’s on is fixed, 
and in all likelihood she passed the point 
of no return long before we meet her. 
At first Hall’s mannerisms seem overly 


arch, even calculated: the English actress’ 
approximation of Chubbuck’s accent 
sounds stiff, almost affected. As you get 
used to her uncomfortable presence — 
and if you watch any footage of the actual 
Chubbuck — it becomes clear how skilled 
Hall is at portraying a woman who struggles 
to feel at ease in her own skin. 

Chubbuck appeared on-air for Sarasota, 
Florida’s WZRB station, where her 
dedication to serious news coverage was 
at odds with the increasingly en vogue 
philosophy that ‘If it bleeds, it leads.” Hall 
plays her as socially anxious and virginal, 
a 29-year-old whose romantic life (or lack 
thereof) is just as frustrating as her lack of 
upward mobility in the workplace. “This 
isn’t the start of one of your moods, is it?” 
asks her mother, who’s also her roommate. 

We know the implications of that 
question immediately, of course, and can 
also tell that whatever “moods” Christine 
experiences have likely gone untreated.

The idea of a lost soul can be as romantic as 
it is tragic in the movies, but Campos mostly 
succeeds in not treating his subject as an 
exotic object to be observed rather than 
known. There’s a S 5 mipathy and affection 
for her. Campos is like a friend who knows 
he can’t help but still wants to listen. 

Kierkegaard is often quoted as 
having said “life can only be understood 
backwards, but it must be lived forwards.” 
That’s become a rote sentiment, but it feels 
oddly apropos of a movie whose soundtrack 
consists largely of easy-listening hits from 
the ’70s. Christine Chubbuck’s tragedy is 
that, 40 years and two movies later, her 
life still can’t be fully understood — each 
new angle raises as many questions as it 
answers. 03

Frank Theatre heads to an abandoned Rainbow Foods

S ite-specific productions don’t get 
much more serendipitous than this: 
For its staging of Bertolt Brecht’s 
The GoodPerson ofSetzuan, Frank 
Theatre has taken over the space that for¬ 
merly housed Rainbow Foods at Lake and 
27th in Minneapolis. The service counter 
is now a refreshment stand, the sales floor 
houses a tent-city installation by Kellie Lar¬ 
son, and the loadingdock has become a stage. 

For this play set in a slum, director Wendy 
Knox, working with Larson and set designer 
Joe Stanley, has filled the space with a lot of 
details to savor. That’s a good thing, because 
the long play (Tony Kushner adapted a 
translation by Wendy Arons) makes for 
three solid hours of theater. 

The epon 5 mious ‘‘Good Person” is Shen 
Te (Emily Grodzik). She’s a former prosti¬ 
tute who finds herself able to open a small 
tobacco shop after three visiting deities 
(Katherine Ferrand, Janis Hardy, and Ellen 
Apel) reward her virtuous spirit with a small 
sack of seed money. (Knox downplays the 
relevance of the nominally Chinese setting.) 

The trio of gods — whose garrulous 
demeanor, eclectic duds, and casual atti¬ 
tude toward their own powers recall the 
witches from Hocus Pocus — have come to 
Earth to try to find just one good person. 
Shen Te turns out to be their last best bet, 
and they follow her adventures as her good¬ 
ness is challenged. 

Amongthose testing Shen Te are abevy of 
greedy neighbors, as well as a manipulative 
lover (John Middleton) and the slumlord 
(Virginia S. Burke) who owns the shop’s

building. Shen Te disguises herself as an 
uns 3 mipathetic male cousin, who’s able to 
say no to people when the “good person” 
just can’t bring herself to. 

Knox is a Brecht specialist who nails this 
material’s deliberately stagey tone; in a sense 
it’s a satire of a morality play. When Shen 
Te is generous, she’s beloved but exploited; 
when she minds her own interests, her 
“cousin” is hated but flourishes. In the end, 
the immortals (and, by extension, the audi¬ 
ence) have to judge whether Shen Te is in 
fact a good person. 

The strong, tightly rehearsed actors are 
all well-cast, making every scene fun to 
watch. Middleton effectively embodies 
Shen Te’s irresponsible love interest with 
slacker charisma and unapologetic self- 
centeredness. A radiant Grodzik gives a 
complex performance that keeps Shen Te 
from coming off as the contemptible rube 
so many other characters take her for. 

The show sounds even better than it looks, 
with several songs set to catchy melodies 
by Dan Dukich. (Whoever designed that 
loading dock could teach a few lessons 
about acoustics to some of the architects 
creating actual theater spaces in this city.) 
This Good Person is easy to recommend 
whether you’re a Brecht newcomer or an 
aficionado. The unique setting and expert 
production will reward anyone willingto get 
lost in the supermarket for a few hours. 03

Meet Minnesota’s Parrot Heads, the Jimmy Buffett megafans who flock together each year

I n 1977, a musician from Key West 
named Jimmy Buffett released his 
seventh album, Changes in Latitudes, 
Changes in Attitudes. 

The LP spawned a hit single called ‘Mar- 
garitaville,” which peaked at No. 8 on the 
Hot 100 and topped the Easy Listening chart. 
IPs a marimba-laced folk-rock song that 
manages to be wistful even while wearing 
a shit-eating grin. At the time of its release, 
the song may have appeared destined for 
the one-hit-wonder dustbin of rock his¬ 
tory. Obviously, thaPs not what happened. 

Instead, Buffett turned “Margaritaville” 
into not only a meal ticket, but also a legacy 
career and a full-blown lifestyle brand, with 
hotels, restaurants, alcohol lines, food, books, 
even shoes. Forbes estimates the 69-year- 
old’s annual earnings at $40 million, placing 
him at No. 66 on 2016’s richest celebs list. 
Less documented, however, is what Buf¬ 
fett has given a group of uniquely devoted 
fans: a home. 

They affectionately call themselves Parrot 
Heads, and they celebrate Buffett’s entire 
body of work. In contrast to the perma¬ 


nently stoned reputation of Deadheads, 
the O.G. obsessive fanbase of the Grate¬ 
ful Dead, Parrot Heads have a corporate 
structure headed up by Parrot Heads in 
Paradise (PHIP). Parrot Head clubs pay 
dues. They are not only Buffett buffs, but 
also an international charitable organization, 
with 200-plus chapters across the planet. 
Think of them as a rock ’n’ roll Rotary Club, 
all clad in Hawaiian shirts. Their slogan? 
“Party with a Purpose.” 

Minnesota has two official PHIP chapters: 
the St. MinneSomePlace club in the Twin 
Cities, and the Lakes Area Parrot Heads 
based in Detroit Lakes. To better understand 
Parrot Heads, we spoke to several mem¬ 
bers of St. MinneSomePlace club, as well 
as Robert “Bob” Burtis, whose band Bob 
and the Beachcombers released the 2009 
Buffett tribute/parody album Welcome to 
Minnesotaville! 

The Parrot Heads of the St. MinneSome¬ 
Place club throw two major events each year. 
These shindigs are known in Parrot Head 
parlance as “PHlockings.” One of them, the 
annual Holiday/Anniversary and Members 
Appreciation Phlocking (HAMA for short), 
is set to descend upon the Americas Best 


Value Inn in Shakopee on November 12. 
Bob and the Beachcombers are headlining. 
Yes, there will be a “Buffett Buffet.” 

John Sherwin, who serves as “bartender” 
(aka social director) for the St. MinneSome¬ 
Place Parrot Heads, has attended 17 HAMAs 
since the event launched in 1994, five years 
after the first P-Head club sprang up in 
Atlanta. 

“It’s one of the longest-running continu¬ 
ous functions of any Parrot Head club in 
the country,” Sherwin says of HAMA. “It’s 
in the top five.” 

Bob Burtis of the Beachcombers recalls 
adding Buffett’s material to his band’s previ¬ 
ously BeachBoys-focused set in the mid-’90s, 
as Parrot Head clubs began to proliferate. 

“We started getting requests for ‘Mar- 
garitaville,”’ he remembers, “and the Parrot 
Head contingent was coming out of the 
woodwork.” 

Jeff Hage, a community newspaper edi¬ 
tor in central Minnesota, counts himself 
among St. MinneSomePlace’s 250-strong 
membership. He’s served as a Parrot Head 
club president, and he founded the Chip¬ 
pewa Valley Parrot Head club in western 
WisconsinHage joined his first Parrot 


Head club around 2000, while living in 
Des Moines, but his Buffett fandom goes 
all the way back to 1977. That’s when his 
father, who loved “Margaritaville” on the 
radio, bought home a copy of Changes in 
Latitudes. Hage was hooked. Since that 
Buffett baptism, he’s seen the singer live 
40 times. 

Mike Shaughnessy, the current “head 
bwana” (aka president) of St. MinneSome¬ 
Place, fell for Buffett after a sort of trial 
by fire. Years ago, Shuaghnessy’s former 
boss took him and three co-workers on 
a boat trip on Lake Michigan. The entire 
soundtrack came from a Discman loaded 
with three Jimmy Buffett CDs. 

“By the time we were done with that 
three-day trip, I didn’t care if I ever heard 
Jimmy Buffett again,” Shaughnessy says. 
“Like, I don’t ever want to know anything 
about him.” 

Later on, Shaughnessy found himself 
buying Buffett’s greatest-hits collection. 
He’s now seen Buffett 12 times. 

To an outsider, Buffett might seem a 
strange object for intense devotion. He 
isn’t critically lionized, but he’s also far 
too successful to be an overlooked gem, a 
la his pal Jerry Jeff Walker. He spent the 
mid-’70s developing his grinning beach- 
bum persona and touring hard, clocking 
the occasional minor hit. 

Once “Margaritaville” broke, though, 
Buffett was savvy enough to recognize it 
could be the thesis to his career, giving a 
name and an anthem to beach culture. He 
built an empire around it. Parrot Heads 
aren’t bothered that Buffett’s milked his 
cash cow to infinity and beyond. Hage says 
he admires the singer’s entrepreneurial 
sense — he suckles the salt-rimmed teat. 

“I’m a craft beer guy,” Hage says, “but 
if I’m getting a mainstream something at 
the liquor store, or at a bar, without even 
thinking, I’m going to buy a six-pack of 
[Margaritaville Brewing Compands] Land 
Shark, you know what I mean? And at the 
store, I buy the Margaritaville food.” 

The complete devotion of the Parrot 
Heads brings to mind the working-class 
ideals of another act from a totally different 
world: the Minutemen. “Our band could be 
your life,” the ’80s DIY punk heroes sang. 
And really, what phrase better describes 
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Monte’s Sports Bar & Grill

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the act of buying, say, frozen shrimp named 
for your favorite song? 

Minutemen track “Maybe Partying Will 
Help” could be a slogan for the Parrot Heads’ 
charity work. The St. MinneSomePlace 
club’s other big annual PHlocking is called 
“This Hotel Room” (after a song Buffett 
co-wrote with Steve Goodman), and the 
money is funneled to local charities. 

‘We’re not margarita-drinking, always- 
intoxicated partiers,” Hage says. “We’re 
just good people doing good things, who 
kind of do it in the name of that island 
lifestyle.” 

It’s worth noting that P-Heads don’t fawn 
solely over Buffett. Since JB’s concerts are 
expensive and infrequent (his last Twin 
Cities gig was in 2013), they’ve discovered 
or created other outlets. Many support an 
entire Buffett-indebted genre known as “trop 
rock.” Broadly, trop rock is music about 
“living the island lifestyle, the stereotypical 
la 5 dngin a hammock, drinkingyour favorite 
umbrella drink under the sun,” Hage says. 

“In most cases these are people that 95 
percent of the public has never heard of,” 
Sherwin says, noting that most trop rockers 
play originals, not Buffett covers. “But yet 
when you hear them live you realize just

LUPE FIASCO

If Lupe Fiasco retires early, an idea 
he has indeed entertained, he may go 
down as a highly underrated rapper. 
But that’s only because the 34-year-old 
Chicago native so often steered clear of 
hip-hop trends that may have given his 
popularity a boost. In the mid ’00s, he 
arrived with a knack for stor 5 Telling and 
an adventurous ear for beats. His first two 
albums — 2006’s Lupe Fiasco’s Food St

how good they are.” 

Sherwin frequently hosts or helps orga¬ 
nize trop rock house shows for the Parrot 
Heads of St. MinneSomePlace. When he 
first started tr 5 dngto book shows, acts were 
wary of coming so far north, since many 
are based in Florida or Texas. Luring trop 
rockers with the promise of multiple shows 
helps. Musicians will often make their way 
up through Iowa, playing for Parrot Head 
clubs there, then play at Down South Bar & 
Grill in New Germany, Minnesota, a favorite 
haunt of St. MinneSomePlace club mem¬ 
bers, and then play a house show or two 
to ice the cake. 

The disconnect between Buffett’s music 
and frigid Minnesota isn’t lost on our state’s 
Parrot Heads, who talk up the genre’s trans¬ 
formative qualities. Hage remembers a 
scene from the HAMA of 2011 during a 
major blizzard. 

“You’ve got this total whiteout of a 
storm coming down while we’re all 
inside dressed in our Hawaiian shirts 
and drinking our margaritas,” he recalls. 
“No way was it winter that night. Above 
ever 5 Thing else this is all about friend¬ 
ships, and that’s important whether it’s 
summer or winter.” 03 


HISS GOLDEN MESSENGER 
WITH TIFF MERRITT

Hiss Golden Messenger is anchored by 
North Carolina singer-songwriter MC 
Taylor. His sixth HGM album, last month’s 
Heart Like a Levee, is a rich, bittersweet 
meditation on the conflicting natures of 
love, ambition, and responsibility set to a 
grand pastiche of Southern music. Although 
Taylor has long worked in supple forms 
of country-folk, gospel, rootsy rock, and 
bluegrass. Levee shifts toward Muscle Shoals 
and Memphis. Electric piano, organ, and 
chortling saxophones now conspire with 
banjo, Dobro, and pedal steel, mostly wielded 
by members of the Bon Iver/Megafaun 
extended clan, while Tift Merritt leads 
chirpy, gospelly harmonies.
